VERDICT OF WILFUL MURDER. 

Ох Younday, pursuant to au order iesued by Bir George Grey, 

upon tbe applicstiou сЁ the coroner before whom the lengthy in- 
iry has from time 10 tinue beea held, Muller was taken to the 

Town Hal, Hackney, with the view of bis identity being folly 

established previous to tho verdict of the coroner's jury being de- 

livered. 

The late lamented Mr. Briggs, it will be remembered, resided 
within a stone's throw of the Town Ball, and when, therefore, it 
became generally known that the alleged murderer of that geutle- 
man would be brought into the immediate neighbonrhood, tho faot 
served to rekindle the indignation the atrocity of the crime had at 
fin t eugendered in the breasts of the inhabitants, who turned out in 
great Lumbers to express their abborrenca of the crim: as soon as 
they should catch sight of tbe assassin. Nor was this sentiment 
cov fined t» the bnmbler classes Оп the contrary, the “ better-to- 
бо” Ісік, whose locus st ndi had ensured thew special tickets of ad- 
miseiun to the cout, сер'е'ед in their very oountenences tbeir entire 
ал quieecence in the doings of tbe more demonstrative crowd with- 
out. 

The ordinarily quiet little suburb of Hackney was fairly alive by 
six o’c'ock in the morning. Policemen in twos and threes, fully 
accoutred, were hastening to their rendezvous; stragglers from the 
surrounding districts, pipe in mouth, took up their positions on the 
steps of the Hail; while the postman. the milkman, or the brick- 
layers labourer, would pause and gaze in profound curiosity in 
| paseiog on their way toon after this hour the doors of the hall 

were thrown open, and by seveu o'clock every available seat in the 
court was occupied by a privileged class, amongst whom were 
many ladies Тһе people outside іка al-o considerably in-reased 
by ‘bis time, and were already copgratula'ing themselves Ороп 
their fortune 19 securing “во др »itions, when their fondert hopes 
suddenly aud пвехр credly mela d &wsy in tbe appearance of a 
stroug body of pelicowen, who m»rched uo four abreast.

188106, not alone the court, but the entire buildiog of the Town 
Hall, the excitement and eagerness to “see Muller" was something 

surprisiug—if possible, more vebement than that of the outside. 
| The staircases aud ante-rooms leading to the court were densely 
crowded, 60 much so, that it wae found necessary to line these ap- 
| proachea with police, while in the court itself people were literaliy 
| wedged together, aud stood, or rather supported, each other in 
| breathless silence till the arrival cf the prisoner; aud, in fact, during 
the whole of the examination. 

Аз із usual at all such gatheriogs, “chaft” was the order of the 
day. avd many & harmless fellow in passing through the open space 
kept by the police, cu bis way to his daily labours, came in for no 
, enviable sbare. 

Almost immediately af:er old Hackney Church had chimed the 
hour cf cight, the whirl cf wheels wss heard in the distance. 
Thi, wos a signal for а stir, to say the last of it. A ory of 
“ Mulleris coming !” wes instantly raised, which spread with light- 
віза speed throu. the entire street, as well as amongst those per- 
sone who crowded the rooms and etairoases inside the hall. In в 
moment wiuduws became occop'ed with faces, the tops of houses 
tevanted Ly men in shirt-slkeves. while the c'owda in the sireets 

| cagerly sought tho first glimpre of the approaching vehicle. 

А fow winntee, however, sufficed to prove this a false alarm. It 
| was the brougham of &r. Humptreys, tbe согепег, who upon 
' alightiog straightway mado for the court, and there awaited the 
| arrival of the prisoner. А reaction васоседед this sudden apirt of 
| excitement; 81. just as the multitude were settling down to their 
| wonted chaff а second cry of “Mulier із coming!” was raised, 
which proved this time to be the case. Here, again, all eyes 
centred iu one direction, and a few moments disclosed to the eager 
gaz» the sombre outline of the prison van as it advanced at а smart 
pace through the crowded streets amidst the execrations of the 
people. As the vehicle drew up in front of tbe Hall & tremendous 
rush was wade against the policemen who lined the pathway, but 
who with good tempor resisted the pressure, and by dint of perse- 
verance succeeded in keeping the space clear. Some moments 
elapsed before the door of the van wag opened. During this inter- 
vel the excitement culminated into а perfect scufile, ind it required 
more than ordinary force on the psrt of tbe police to keep some of 
the moet desperate from olosivg in upon the van. At last Ber- 
gesrt Swindon, with a formidable bunch of keys, whose very cliuk 
struck awe into the breasts of the moro sensitive, went up and 
unlocked the door of the vebicle. Simultaneously with this 
act the c:owd made а gesond desperate ፲08ከ forward, and а 
second time they were forced back. ባ'ከ6 door was opered to the 
fuli extent of ita ከ8 but instead of Muller being disclosed to 
the public gaze, Mr. Tanner, who had charge of the prisoner, was 
the only person to be «con. 119, with a characteristic coolness, sat 
а moment or so, and coolly eyed the buzzing crowd. He then 
deliberately descerded, followed successively by Sergeant Ойы Кө 
and Mr. Coathupe, each of whom took up ከ18 positiun before the 
open door. Неге another pause took place, and bere the eager mul- 
titnde, who in several iustauecs bad shown faint eymptomg of 
saluting ene of the detectives, or, as an alternative, all three, as 
© Muller," again hesitated in bestowing their greetings and again 
swayed heavily agaiust the blue-coated barriers in their eagerness 
to catch а glimpse of the prisoner. A moment afterwards, Muller, 
attired ід & black cost and light trousers, and wearing the wide- 
brimmed шат hat given him on board the Etna, ste hurriedly 
from the van, and was immediately hustled, aa it were, surrounded 
by policemen, iuto the Ha'l. This hurried movement wes quite 
sufficient to tell the people tha! the man in the straw bat was 
Mailer, and that very moment, аз if by magic, tremendous yells 
and 4.ጐ።።። were simultaneously raised, which есісей and re- 
eohoed within the walis of the court even after the unbappy шап 
had reached і. In this brief transit Muller did not once rates his 
eyes, but appeared desirons of avoiding the searching gaze that 
was wana u him from all quarters 

Following Sergesnt Clarke. and followed by Inspector Tanner, 
Muller wslhed Grmly up the steircage and through the ante-rooms, 
keeping bis eyes steadfastly fixed ahead, and apparently indifferent 

to all that was passing around him. Upon geiniog the court he 
wae accommodated with a seat, immediately behind Mr. Beard, bis 
solicitor, with whom, in the course of the proceedings, he conversed 
frequently and earnestly. In the heat of conversation he more 
tban once lost the care-worn and reserved demeanour that hag 
hitherto characterized him. Nevertheless, his every gesture showed 
ከ18 desire to screen bimself from the gaze of those in court. He 
sat nearly all the time with ene of his elbows on his knee, «hug 
causing him to bend his body, end, being seated, enabled him to 
keep his huad below the leve! of tho heads of those arated around, 
and 10 6 great exten: avoidi:g the general gaze. 

During the summing ор of the coroner, + prisoner appeared to 
pay implicit attention to 811 he said.

OPENING OF ASTON НАШ, 
AND PARK. 


The purchase by the Town 
Council of Birmingham of Aston 
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Hall and park ва a '' free” place of 
reoreation for the inbabitante, hay- 
ing been completed, the keys were 
the week before last handed to the 


mayor, Mr. William Holliday, who 
took formal possession of it. On 


Thursday afternoon, the 22nd, the 


formal transfer of the property to 
the municipal body was oele- 
brated by a banquet given by the 
mayor іп the great gallery of the 
hall—a fine old ፲6እ88108 of the 
Elizabethan era, in excellent re- 
ir. The guests numbered about 
wo hundred persons, and included 
the members of the counoll, severa! 
of the county gentry, tbe borough 
officials, and some of the leading 
inhabitants of Birmingham. 


We this week give en engraving 
of the exterior of the hall, the 
grand bavquet, the orchestra in the 
park, and the tablets in honour of 
the Holte family in Aston Church. 

The following іе a brief history 
of Aston Hall, and how it became 
the people’s property will prove in- 
teresting :— 

Aston Hall is situated in the 
midst of a beautiful park on a 
gently rising hillock, which com- 
mands & fine view of the sur- 
rounding country. It ів а noble 
mansion, built in the later Eliza- 
bethan style. Mr. Thomas Holte, 
who built it, wae made one of the 
Ulster Knights by King James the 
First, and he began, according to 
the inscription still existing, and 
legible over the door of the en- 
trance ball, “ to bvild this hove in 
Aprillin anno Domini 1688, the 
sixteenth yeare of the reigne of 
King James of England, &o, and 
of Bootlan?, the one-and-fiftieth ነ and the ваја Sir Thomas Holte 
came to dwell in this hovse in May, in anno Domini 1631, in the 
seveanth yeare of the raigne of our Soveraigne Lord King Charles ; 
and he did finish this hovse in Aprill, aono Domini 1681, in the 
eleventh yeare of the raigne of the ssid King Oharles. Lava Dro ” 
This " ћоуве," which Bir Thomas Holte was seventeen years in 
building, 12 one of the beat specimens of the later Elizabethan man- 
sions now remaining in England. It ig built in the usuel shape of the 
letter E, having a central Иве and two wings.

THE PRINCE AND PRINCESS OF WALES IN DENMARK. 


A LETTER from Copenhagen, dated Sept. 19th, contains the follow- 
ing farther account of the doings of the royal couple:— 

“It was arranged that the Prince and Princess should visit the 
city to-day, and commence their inspection of the various objects 
of interest peculiar to this ancient capital. Alleyes were therefore 
early turned to the clouds, and it must be acknowledged that the 
survey was by no means encouraging. The wiud hed certainly 
gone down, andthe temperature was warmer than for some days 
past, but a slight drizaling rain was falling, accompanied by a sort 
of foggy haze, which made the inexperienced fear that it was to be 
another Danish day. Тһе better weather judges, however, and 
especially the sailors, said that all unpleasantness would clear 
away by twelve o'clock, and the misty veil be entirely withdrawn 
from the sun. They were right, and, as people aro rever satisüed 
in such matters, the complaint of most to-day hag been thet the 
beat was toointense and oppressive. 16 ig certainly а бије on the 
right side in thie — though assuredly it would be better if 
the great luminary would make а more equal distribution of his 
favours. But по sooner was the sun seen to shine and the flaga to 
dry than numerous small groups began to assemble at the corners 
of the streets where the royal visitors might be expected to pass. 
Not knowing by what approach tbe royal party would arrive, I was 
walking quietly up the Бгадраде, when І aa crossing the head of 
the street in the large square of Kongens Nytory a well-dressed 
gentlemen in & neatly-made black or dark blue walking-coat and 
light trousers, with drab hat and lavender coloured gloves. He 
was chatting freely with an officer in uniform, and smoked his 
cigar from time to time as he went 1 thought І recognised the tall 
aud peculiarly grecefal figure, and walking fast into the square I 
saw hats removed ag the gentleman passed by. It was his Majesty 
the King, going on foot, tn tbe midst of his people, and in the must 
crowded part of his capital, to meet his daughter aud son-ir-law 
at R senbdorg Castle, the curiosities of which old palace of Ohiig- 
tian IV they were about to explore. I thought his Majety was 
certain to know the shortest route to the point of interest, в», 
having መሼ uncovered as he passed the sireet, I took the liberty of 
walking after him at а reepectfal distance, and I must at once 
acknowledge, if his Majestys subjects generaliy used tobacco 
similar to that of the royal emoker, that one of the chief nuisances 
of this country would be greatly mitigated, if not removed. He 
walked across the square, and took the kerb-stone—the only 
smooth walking-place—of Gothersgade, в long street leading in a 
straight line to the little park of Rosenborg. I could not help 
admiring the excellent man: end thorough propriety of conduct 
of the King’s subjects. His own capita! was not made ይ nui- 
sance to bim by crowding and vulgar curiosity, and royalty was 
evidently not here, as ia other countries, alone denied that freedom of 
walking the public ways which the meanest beggar possesses. Those 
on the opposite side of the way generally, as they passed, had the 
good taste not to affect to notice his Majesty while taking his 
private stroll, though it was evident trey knes him well, for most 
people stood and looked back after he had passed, probably to note 
where his way lay, in order to gain indireot intelligence as to the 
point to which the Prince and Princess might be making progress at 
the moment. Тһе gentlemen who went by the King en the same 
side always took off their bats on passing, and a few stood still near 
the wall, uncovered, while he moved on. They did no more than 
hie Majesty did himself, for his hat was off almost as soon as those 
who saluted him uncovered. There is a quick eye and a natural 
courtesy very peculiar to Obristian ІХ ор such occasions. When 
the King bad walked up the Gothersgade some distance he turned 
suddenly to the right into the Krondprindsessegsde, and entered 
{һә open getewey of Rosenborg Рык. This enclosure, or publio 
garden, is and retired, though almost in the midst of the city, 
and, if ёга! вод well kept, could be made а delightfel pleasure- 
ground for the citizens. The ancestors of the present inhabitants, 
or their old kings, have already done their best in planting beagti- 
ful trees, which have now become snolent and of great growih. 
Money can do much, but it cannot speedily produce the most lovely 
ornamente of the park or the pleasure ground. Tho King crossed the 
grounds, looked for & moment at the pond and fountain, pondering 
probably whether in more leisurely times he wi not make an 
effort to improve both, end passed up a narrow way; ing out on 
the road whioh runs by the city walls and the ramparts, and them 
quickly turned into what іе supposed to be the grand entrance to 
the castle.

GARDENING OPERATIONS FOR THE WEEK. 
Kircaen GampEx.— The weather bas been all that could be de- 
sired for out-door gardening work; but there io Није time left now 
to do all that is abeolutely necessary. The hoe must be kept соп- 
tinually going. Vacant filled up in broooli beds, by рамі» 
in fresh plants: Canhflower pricked out under band-glasses av 
in frawes. Plante of all kinds looked over, and should аву appear 
to droop. to be taken up, when а grub wil! be found, which, if not 
destroyed, will extend ite ravages furtber. Celery required for early 
use should be earthed up to the full extent of the leaves; but, for 
successional crops, plenty of foliage should be allowed to produce 
loxuriaot growth. Plant lettuces without delay in sheltered places. 
Thin out winter crop of epin«oh. Take np all potatoes, if ripe 
fhin out late gowings of radishes; and, if а succession is required, 
sow ip frames. 

FLowzR Өавркя — Таке up all choice plants from beds, and ro- 
pot; let them be placed ia a close pit until they have made fresh 
root. Prick ont seedlings of polyanthuses, to get established before 
the winter. Plant crocuses, irises, jor даће, and suowdrope without 
delay. Fipieh plotting the layers of picoteee and carnations. 
Gether up tree lesves and let them be pitted for decomposition, leaf 
mould being admirable for plot iog. 

FRUIT GARDEN —Destroy moss on spple trees by scraping, and 
afterwarde apply soot вод lime-water, of the consistency of paint. 
clear peaches, neotarines, вод vices of leaves, во ве to expose the 
wood. A good plan is to go over apricot and cherry trees with а 
broom. to expose the wood without injariog the buds. Fork up 
strawberries between tho rows and remove runners.

He travelled alone. On Saturday week witness called on him at hie 
residence. He was іп great psin. He told witness that when he 
was going to Manchester he stopped at the Rugby Siation for the 
purpose of getting refreshments. Не called for some soup, and it 
was brought to bim very bot. He drank it off very quickly. Ho 
felt great pain after he bad taken it. He said tue agony he suffered 
was intense. ‘fhe next day a nail came from him. He таг 
obliged to use force to drag it. He said the nail had been given to 
him in the soup. 

Mr Wm. N. Barker, Enfield, said that the deceased was re- 
moved to bis house from the residence of а friend, near Manchester. 

Dr. B. Godfrey, of Enfield, said the deceased was ia perfect 
health up to the time of his taking the пай іп the вопр. On the 
18;h inst. witness was led in to attend him. ‘Lhe deceased 
described the occnrrenoo іп the following words :—'' I went to Man- 
chester on Thursday last. When І arrived at the Rogby Station І 
called fora basin of soup. 15 wae hot The bell rang I bolted 
it up and jumped into the train. Тһе pain І felt was intense Ор 
Pridsy 1 dragged а nail or brad, three-quarters of an inch long, 
from me." Witness examined him, avd found the whole mucous 
membrane of the bowel torn away. Erysipelas веб in, and ђе ex- 
pired from the effects of the accident сп Thursday ever Ло. From 
the time of the occurrence to his death he suffered the most intense 
agony. Witness asked him what Le did with the nail He said, 
“ The nasty thing bad а jagged edge. 1 threw й атау.” He also 
said * When І heard the bell ring І bolted” 

The Coroner having summed up, the jury returned a verdict, 
“That the deceased expired from the effects 4 taking and swallow- 
ing down accidentally а certain nail while on & recent journey to 
Manchester.”

Alpbonse della Маг- 
mora bas the advantage of 

springing from a family 
whose brevery is prover- 
bial, and whose members 
bave proved, in their 
country’s servios, daring 
soldiers, besides doing 
much, in their various 
capacities, to improve the 
coudition of tbe Serdi- 
ыа army. The юке, 
t appears, was bat е 
mejor in his branch of 
the service, in 1848; his 
political views baving, it 
18 ssid, been up to that 
period in the way of his 
promotion. However, 
when the revolutionary 
storm, wbiob swept over 
Continental Europe іп 
1848, had done ite work, 
and the subjects of Sar- 
dinia found themselves 
in ion of в tem- 

liberty, bis pros- 
pects brightened, and, in 
1849, he was promoted 
tothe rank of lieutenant- 
general His wise and 
moderate views naturally 
attached bim to the cause 
of King Victor Emms- 
nuel; and when the in- 
habitants of Genos rose 
in insurrection, expelled 
the royal garrison, pro- 
claimed а provisional 
Government, and well- 
nigh spoiled all, General 
dello Marmors marshalled 
а formidable force, be- 
sleged the revolted city, 
and speedily compelled 
submfesion. 

Never wes it more ne- 
cessary for any king to 
have around bim sags- 
cious advisers than for 
Victor Emmanuel at that 
crisis; and fortunate it 
was for him and the 18- 
teresta of bis kingdom, 
when, in November, 1849, 
General della Marmora 
was appointed Minister 
of War. The confusion 
into which the Sardinian 
ermy had fallen after the 
disasters of 1848 is de- 
scribed as exceeding be- 
Nef. To the old « filvers, 


who wore quite perplezed 


by these extraordinary 
events, and who saw 
their labours disappear 
as if by magic, 8806565064 
inexperienced innovators 
whose blunders were 


crowned by the defeat of 
Novara Whole regi- 
ments, after that battle, 
were completely dis- 
persed. bere were 
some brigades which 
reckoned their 1086፥8 by 
hundreds; end close 
upon the defeet followed

proved tbe disorganiza- 
tion of on army tbat in 
otber deys had conducted 
itself to admiration. To 
apply & remedy became 
the daty of General della 
Marmors; and he већ to 
work with his charac- 
teristio activity and 
energy. Without refe- 
rence to personal oor- 
siderations or court fa- 
vour, he dismissed whole- 
sale from the steff the 
incapable, the disabled, 
end the disaffected. By 
& thorough reform of the 
educational system, by 
enforcing strict, impar- 
tial discipline, and by 
incessantly cultivating 
among the troops a mar- 
451 spirit, he jn less than 
віх years formed tbat 
gallant army, wbiob, ia 
the spring of 1855, епа- 
bled Bardinia to tske во 
honourable a place in tbe 
arena of continental poli- 
tíos, and assume a pi- 
tion of European interest 
and importance. 

When the army which 
he bad thus organized 
was about to embark for 
the Crimea, General della 
Marmora marked his con- 
fidenoe іп ite prowess, by 
leading the Sardinian 
troops in person, and ere 
long his system and gene- 
ralsbip were put to & se- 
vere test, when, at break 
of day on the 16th of 
August, the Buselans 
made their celebrated at- 
tack in the valley of the 
Tohernsys. The geme- 
ral, on that occasion, bore 
himself in а manner wor- 
thy of his reputation ; 
and the victory then 
achieved sufficiently 
proved the capacity with 
which he had adminis- 
tered the military affairs 
of Sardinia, and the skill 
with which be could lead 
her soldiers amidst the 
roar of guns and the ex- 
citement of сова 04. 

When the general as- 
sault was made on Bebas- 
topol, General della Mar- 
more wished to add a 
Bardivian brigade to that 
corps of the French wbich 
waa iotended to penetrate 
into the town by the cen- 
tral bastion; but bis ህ፦ 
triotic desire was not gra- 
tified, and his soldiers 
had not an opportanity 
of participating іп those 
desperate encounters, 
which terminated in the 
capture of the R «sin 
strovghold.

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HORRIBLE MURDER AND CANNIBALI3M 
IN BOHE 4IA. 


INTELLIGENCE bas come from Bohemis of the 
commission of ove of the most hideous crimes that 
heas, perbags, ever been perpetrated in Germany 
There is bardly any ciroumstance wanting to oom- 
ete the horror of the tr«gety, which unites іп 
tself the heivous partionlars of violation, robbery 
murder, mutilation ; and last, but most unnatural 
of all, canuibsliem Тһе victim on whose person 
these accumulated outrages were perpetrated was 
а widow lady, in ber sixty-sixth year, by name 
Conrad, who resided at Etdlits, and lived upon the 
rents of a little landed property which she pos- 
sessed in that neighbourhood On the 7th of Sep- 
tember she left Hidlitz on a pilgrimage to Quioan, 
situsted between four ара five miles distaut from 
the former place. She passed the night of the 7th 
with her two married daughters, who resided in 
the intervenieg town of Komotau, and at ball- 
past five o'clock on the following m ruipg set «ut 
again on foot over tbe bills to take her offering to 
the mass а! (1 11049. She carried an umbrella, 
сад was dressed іп the ordinary female costume of 
the country, wearing over alla olosk and having 
her enveloped im а shawl or Кег- 
chief. From this expedition she did not 
return at the time when she was expected, and 
the unessinese of her daughters on her account, 
which increased as hour after hour elapsed with- 
out her making her appearance, promp'ed them 
at length to go 19 search of her. Ov arriving at 
the church іп Quinaa they lea'med that their 
mother had not been there at all Upon this, the 
suspicion that some calami'y mast have befallen 
her on the road was raised almost to a matter of 
certainty, and а sesrch wag ingiituted for her іп 
the woods lining the sides of the way sb- bad 
taken after leaviug the house of her ceugbdters 
Late in the evening of the following day & party 
ef searchers who included many of the villegere 
residing st (191888 and the vicinity, cams upon 
the horribly mutilated and perfectly naked corpse 
of ao aged female, which (һө danghters at once 
recognised as that of tbéir missing parent. The 
armoe, legs, and breasts, and other parts had been 
cut off, and were nowhere to bo found. The 
corpia lay in а thicket at the end of the wood, 
nesr the hamlet of Sperbersderf, and as there 
жае not а single article of clothisg рог 
any traces of blood to be found at this 
spot, it was eonoluded that the murder had 
been committed in some remote spot and the 
corpse dragged to the place where it was dis- 
covered io the night after the commission of the 
crime Up to the eveniog of tbe 115ከ no traces 
of the murderer or murderers could be foand. 
Suspicion had at first fallen on those who were 
interested in the property left behind by the 
murdered woman; bot investigations instituted 
on this hypothesis led to no result. On the day 
mentioned, however, the police of Komotau 
where the inquest on the body vas held, began 
to entertaia suspicions of an individual wnose 
history is rather remarkable. Тһе man ín ques- 
tion had been left behind at Komotea whoa а 
mere infant, in the year 1813, by a [598166 army 
co' ps, consisting of Calmuck ‘fartare, who had 
bivouscked ia the neighbourhood of that town & 
few days before the ba:tle of Leipsic He was 
left near a building called the Tri-eh-Tauscheo, 
and hence he derived his name Triseh, or An- 
tony, bat was better kaown by the nickname of 
Bass, derived from hie fellow-countrymen who 
head deserted him. He was notorious for bie 
wild and rude character from ከ18 infancy. Не 
served his turn es а common soldier in the Aus- 
trian army, aud at the end of #6 wae sentenced for 
some crime not particularised to twenty years’ im- 
isoment in the cavemates. In the year 1859, 
owever, be wae pardoned and set free, and тесі 
at once from Josefstadt to Komataa, t» which 
town heat once became à terror and a scourge, and 
remained soto the Jast. He gained his livelibood 
as & bricklayer, and wss а good workmen when he 
was іп the bumour but he was oonetautly falling 
back into his thievish habits, for which he was 
frequently punished. Не is fif y-four years old, 
and of strong build His countenance is dese: ibd 
as being of the true Mongolian type. Oa the 
morn ng of the 12th the police arrested him while 
et work upon а house When charged with 
the зарыва of tbe murder he at once 
ооп! bis guilt with the utmost readiness and 
indifference, and took the police to ከ1, lodging 
and gave up to them the clothes he had stripped 
from the murdered women with her umbrella and 
five florinsin money. Не wasimmediately taken 
before the Ісаі magistrate, and then made the 
fullest confession of hie crime, relating ite most 
horrifying details with the greatest coolness. Ас- 
cording to his own acovuat he wished to marry 
ይ youug woman to whom he was епке’, вод 
intended to gain ከ18 liviug tor the fu'ure by help 
of & barrel organ, for which, however, the license 
was refaged, a» the police would vot give him the 
certiticate of ж юй conduct requisite in such cases 
іп Austris. Hereupon his “pride” deserted him 
snd married another, aud bis only thoughts were 
now beat on ሃ60፳658 e Їп this staia of mind 
he went out towards Quinau at six o'clock on the 
morning of the 8:0, aud resolved to marder the 
first woman he met, whoever she шісіне. Chance 
brought the aged widow, Оодгад, acrosa hie 
path shortly afier he bad set out, and he st 
Once engaged her in conversation, compelled her 
to go with him iato а lonely part of the forest, 
where, after committing violeocs on ber, he took 
her lif» by throttling her with his hande. She 
died in three minutes. He next stripped her to 
the skin, cat cff various parte of her body as 
&bove particularized, aud osrried the fragments of 
human fi-eb, together with her clothes, the um- 
brella, aad five florins, with him to his lodging 
The nex: day—and this із the most hideous part 
of hie story—he boiled the human flesh with some 
potatoes, and consuwed the whole of it wita the 
exception of the fat, wbioh he skimmed from his 
Cannibal stew, and poured into а bottle "ከይ 
latter he put into his pocket, aod then went coolly 
to hie work, as usual, which he parsned until his 
arrest took place, three days subsequently. Such 
are the particulars, well authenticated, of this 
frightiul tragedy. At nine o'clock the remains of 
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the unfortunate woman were interred in the | commission of the crime. The blade and handle !

It seemed that the two were so 
comfortably cared for that the son Jobn made her 
a proposal of marrisge, which was acosp'ed. Тһе 
banns were read ош Sunday week, a: Dagevhsm 
Ohurch, for th- first time, aud she was preparing 
her wedding dress and making otber arrangements 
tor the marriage, which was 03.0 to take place іп 
ths esrly pars of pex: week. 

Wano frequently requested Mrs. Rlunt to return 
to him ; выд, on learntug that she was abont to be 
married to John Warren, be was heard to say that 
it sbould not take place, and tha: be would “do” 
for her Uafortanately, bowever, these were 
only desmed to be idle threats, and no notice was 
taken of them.

The deceased had received 
three fearful weende in the vertebre, and divided 
ths main arteries. Her hair wee duordered and 
hanging over her face, as if she had struguled 
with ber murderer, and 5 portion of the mortar of 
the copper had been torn away by the deceased 
in her eudesvoure to get sway from her asssscin. 
Оа the arrival of the polios а brief inquiry wae 
сой stent to give а clue to the еп yposed morderer. 
As tae old man left to get the beer, Wane was 
seen by some children going in the direction of 
the cottage. Consequently, suspicion at once re- 
sted upon him.

This peculiarity of footmert at ovee 
evanied the police t» track the courge he had 
pursued in takiog bis flight Police-constable 
Danmow, К 871, and another officer, with James 
Warren, the grandson, went in pursuit.
